LORD ROBERTS: TELLS WAR OFFICE 
HOW CRONJE SURRENDERED HIS FORCES 


LONDON, February 27.—Generai Piet Cronje, the Boer leader, has surrendered his army of 4,000

NEWARK IS SWEPT 


BY FLAME SCOURGE 


New Jersey Town Has Most Destructive 
Fire in Its History. 


DAMAGE OVER A MILLION 


One Business Section of the City Is 
Swept Away iby the Fire. 


THE FIREMEN DO MANY BRAVE ACTS 


Crowd of ‘Spectators Covered with 
Water Which Quictly Changed 
to Ice in the Intense Cold. 


New York, February 27.—The greatest 
fire Newark, N. J., ever experienced swept 
through the retail dry goods district to- 
night, destroying a score or more of build- 
ings. The loss is estimated at over $1,000,- 
000. Several lives may have been lost and 
several persons were badly burned. 

Four firemen were buried under a wall 
at the rear of Snyder's that fell with a 
terrific crash. Captain Walter Harrison 
and Fireman Thomas Brown were taken 
out unconscious and may be fatally in- 
jured. The other two firemen were severe- 
ly injured. 

Although a number of people. were be- 
lieved to be in the Snyder store when the 
firgd broke out, no bodies have beer 
found. There ‘are several persons unac- 
counted for, and it is not known whether 
they or were burned to death.

All the police tn the city were on duty 
at the fire except those absolutely needed 
on post. A hundred thousand spectators 
witnessed the conflagration. The crowd 
had to be forced back again and again 
as the advance of the flames caused the 
firemen to shift position back. 

Finally orders were given 
the fire lines beyond the two blocks on 
either side and the crowd was pushed 
back and lines were stretched across the 
street. Women fainted in the fearful 
crush. Blows were exchanged and cloth- 
ing was torn from backs in the crush. 

Despite the cold the crowd insisted upon 
remaining and stood for hours watching 
the destruction of a million dollars’ worth 
of property. The heat close to the fire 
was fearful and the firemen were driven 
back time and again. They had to move 
their apparatus many times. Several times 
men handling the hose had to abandon 
it and flee from the flames which threat- 
ened to engulf them. They were coated 
with ice when they went a few feet away 
from the fire and the next moment would 
be almost roasted by the heat as the 
fire advanced or they returned to their 
battle. The streets for blocks were flood- 
ed and ice covered as the water: flowed 
from the fire outside the heated scene:

A conflict of authority between Dr. G. 
G. Roy, chairman of the relief commit- 
tee of the city council, and the board 
of health precipitated a special meeting 
of the latter body yesterday afternoon at 
5 o'clock, but instead of attempting to 
placate Dr, Roy the board determined to 
pursue fits former course and leave the 
matter to council for settlement, 

It is an interesting story, and it is im- 
possible to say what tune outcome will be 
unless council repeals a section of the 
city code, 

The law bearing on the appears, 
in ‘the opinion of some members of the 
board of health, to sustain the action of 
Dr, Roy and an effort was made yester- 
day afternoon to have the board of heaith 
withdraw from its position until council 
had repealed the obnoxious section of the 
city code. This, however, tthe board re- 
fused to do and the matter is now left 
to take any that chance may 
give it. 

Dr, J. W. Hurt, city physician in the 
sixth ward, and Dr. J. P. Kennedy, an 
Officer of the bdard of health, are now 
both in charge of the city hospital for 
contagious diseases. Each refuses, offi- 
cially, to recognize the other, and 
is in turn recognized by the authority 
which placed him at the hospital. It was 
for the purpose of taking Dr. Kennedy 
away from the pesithouse ‘that the board 
met vesterday. 

The Obnoxious Ordinance. 

The obnoxious ordinance is known as 
section 734 of the city code and provides, 
among other things, that “the mayor and 
general counci] may, in their discretion, 
during such emergency, employ a physi- 
cian to take charge of the said hospital, 
ait such salarv per month ag said council

The section then deals with the duties 
of the physician so appointed, concluding 
with: 

‘But when in the opinion of 
and general council no such emergency 
shal] exist, or such emergency shall ceasé 
to exist, then each of the city physicians 
shall attend the patients in said hospital 
in rotation, one month at a time, without 
additional] compensation, and it shall be 
the duty of the chairman of the relief 
committee to assign them tto duty.”

Colonel Bennett stated that the oldest 
citizens in the disputed territory held the 
opinion that they were living in Wayne 
county and not Charlton in spite of the 
fact that they were put in Charlton on the 
map.

At the time of his death he was em- 
ployed in the office of the chief engineer 
of the Big Four riilroad. He had lived 
in Cincinnati three years. 

News of his death was received in At- 
lanta yesterday morning and caused deep 
sorrow amung those who had known him. 
During the seventies Mr. McDaniel was 
city engineer of Atlanta. During th3 
eighties he was assistant egineer, but di- 
rectly after the expiration of his term of 
office he moved from this city, going west, 
where he expected to enter business. He 
returned to Atlanta about six years ago 
and in 1897 went tv Cincinnati, where he 
accepted a position in the office of the 
chief engineer of the Big Four railroad. 

Mr. McDaniel married Miss Emmie Rich- 
ardson, of Liberty, S. C., and is survived 
by her. He had no children. 

The telegram which announced his death 
Stated that his remains would be shipped 
here for interment and it is expected that 
they will arrive in the city this morning. 
Arrangements for tie funeral] service 
have not as yet been made.
